VERY DEAR BRorTuRR—

Here were Arabs, Tar- 
tars, Hindoos, Maiabars, Malays, Javanese, 
Cochin Chinese, Sheiks, Mahraitas, Persians, 
and others— men from every nation under 
Heaven,” coutributing towards the circulation 
of the holy word of God.

‘The manner in which these 
Pundits are employed is this: each takes a 
translation of the Scriptures already made, in 
whatever language he best understands, which 
he converts Inte that of his own nation; this is 
examined several times by Dr. Cary and others 
his coadjutors, who are capable of making cor- 
rections. "These books, when printed, are dis 
tributed among the populace, by means of 
schools, the teachers of which are glad to re 
ecive them, as the means of enabling their pu- 
pils to read; who, in return, are obliged to copy 
the work they are reading, and thus obtain ide- 
as and information, of wiich their teachers are 
-cnorant. Dr. Cary introduced us to Me. 
narshman, who was busy at the head of an ex- 
‘ensive school, teaching boys the common rudi- 
ents in Kuglish, for which he was paid. Noth- 
ins can be more simple, anaffected and open, 
(han the appearance of these worthy and pious 
geutlemen whose laudable and great exestions. 
Ihave no doubt, will have the desire success. 
‘hey told us that the actual number of converts 
within the pale of their mission did not exceec! 
500, and they have been engaged in ‘his work 
2 years. Lbey expressed their belief that th 
distinction of casts was no greater impedimen: 
to the success of their labors, than the genera! 
depravity of human nature, and their inclination 
to wickedness, which the easy faith that most! 
of the nations of the east professed was a cov 
erfor,  Weasked thew ifthey considered the 
early education of youti as their great: auxilia- 
ry 2) ‘Phey answered, that preaching, dissem 
inating the Bible, and education in the knowl 
edge of God, were all equally eflicatious and 
proper; and that they accordingly exerted 
themselves alike in each. They have no con- 
nexion whatever with any other similar estab- 
lishment; except of good fellowship. They 
spoke of the Missionaries from America with 
estecim and respect. 

[ inquired about Abdool, of whom so much 
nas been said: and I was informed that he was 
originally a Masselman (nota Bramin) living 
at Agra, belonging to the Church of England 
Mission: and they hoped he was a good man. 
Their disbursement at Serampore, they told 
us, wore about $5000 monthly, which were de- 
rived from various funds, contributions and 
the profits of theirown labours In admiring 
these excellent men, we were led to admire their 
great modesty also, in'stating that their pro- 
gress, was, at present extremely slow, and con- 
fined ; though attended with great labour and 
exertion. We left them, ebliged by their po 
liteness in gratifying our curiosity, and wishing 
them the fullest success.

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lic letter of the brethren at this station, under 
date August 20, 1847, it appears that the chris- 
tian congregation of Esquimaux Indians, at 
that place, consists of 42 communicants. and 6 
candidates,—13 baptised adults, not yet com- 
“municants ; 40 candidates for baptism 5 43 bap 
‘tised children ; and 24 persons ander instruc. 
tion ; inall 435 persons. They say they have 
much cause for thankfulness that in generai 
their Esquimaux christians * have grown ip 
the grace and love of their Lord and saviour, by 
the work of the Holy Spirit in their souls.” 
They have however to regret that 3 families 
consisting of 18 persous had left them for the 
south, in company with some men who had se- 
duced them by European presents. Of these 
6 were communicants and several hopeful young 
(persons. They fervently return their thanks 
ito the British and Foreign Bible Society for 
sending them, the acts of the Apostles in the 
Esquimaux languages and devoutly implore 
the blessing of God apox the labours of that so- 
ciety. 

‘They mention the death of Suen Anderson, who 
had served that mission for more than 40 years, 
with exemplary faithfulness. 

The Arcitc Mission at Nain. 

The public letter of the brethren dated Sept. 
1, 1817, states the interesting fact that for up- 
i wards of 50 years, God has graciously preser. 
ved the missionary ships from year to year, 
fro a destruction, in going to aud from London. 
through those seas of almost eternal ice. “They 
say ** the Lord preserved and strengthened us, 

uring the year past, though we suffered ill 

ess. and experienced various trials. In meet. 
ug for worship in our family, as well as when 
-e were assembled with our congregatiou at 
ihe church. His presence wassensibly felt, and 
hecred our hearts. We perceived, likewise, 
cncouraging proof that His word is the power 

i God, to awaken the hearis of men, and He 
|} lessed our feeble testimony of his sufferings 
aud death for our salvation. We may, with 
‘ruth declare that the Holy Spirit has not left 

imself without witness in the hearts of the Es- 
juimaux. Several have been awakened out of 
he sleep of sin, and others who are already de- 
.oted to the Lord, have been more rooted anc 
‘rounded in the faith. Glad should we be, if 
vse could say the same of every member of our 
ongregation, and that the walk and conversa 
tion of all of them had borne witness to the effi. 
cacy of grace in their hearts. But some are yet 
too often ensnared by sin, and not willing to 
make a total surrender of themselves to Him, 
who has bought them with his own most pre- 
‘ious blood: they are like men driven to and 
fro, and both inattentive to and unable to dis- 
tinguis 1 the voice of the good shepherd from the 
voice of the stranger, though continually warn- 
ed and reproved by the spirit of God. May the 

















true conversion! Three adults and five chil- 
dren have been baptized, one received into the 
ongregation, one admitted as a candidate for 
baptism, four readinitted, and four have depart- 
od this life. One hundred and sixty three Es. 
quimaux live on our laud, of whom one hun- 
‘red and thirty one are members of the congre- 
gation.” 

They express their thanks to the British and 
Foreign Bible Society and pray for a blessing 
on its exertions.

S1x months have expired since my last, and 


thousands of the heathen around us have beet 
carried off during that period by the epidemics 
J disease whic. has prev iled bere s and, shag 
is infinitely worse, save been prunged inte eters 
nity Without the Knowledge cf the Saviour. A 
few extracts from my journal» ili not only show 
you the wretched sia’) of the natives, bat al- 
so serve ty infurm you what we are doing. 

Sept. 27, 1847.—-Went to Chinsurah. On 
my way [ beheld effects of Idolatry that shock 
the feelings of Humanity. One poor wretch 
was lying by the river side, waiting for the 
hour of dissolation, his feet in the water, his 
back on the mud, and his head leaning on his 
bed. ‘Phere were about fifty persons washing 
near him, but no good Samaritan. Saw also 
a body inthe river, another half destroyed on 
the beach, and a crow picking out the eyes 3 
and of a third, the head only remaining. On 
a pile ti.ere was placed the body of a man to 
be burned. ‘he banks of the river are mark- 
ed with the ashes of the dead. My atten ton 
was more particularly attracted by a litth child 
laid, I supposed by its parents, on the cold 
ground at the side of the river to die. Ii was 
placed within the water-mark, exposed to the 
burning sun. ‘The relations of the child sat, 
without any emotion. ata little distance, neu 
the wood which was prepared to consume: its 
body as soon as itshouldexpire. It is custo: 
ary to pour water into the nostrils of the chil- 
dren, and then leave them to die. ‘The fire oc- 
casioned by the burning of another body scrv- 
ed as a light to guide us across the river. 

Oct. 2.—Upon my return, sawa body in the 
water, anda number of people preparing the 
pile.

Tie woman has left 
five children, whom she would net suffer to 
tonch her, least they should be defiled. They 
worshiped her, however; and at last the eld- 
est son set fire to the pile ! 

Feb. 1, 1818.—I gave a tract -to a little boy 
who appeared to be ill through the extreme 
length of hishair. I asked him why he did 
not cut it; when he informed me that he and 
his mother had promised, when it had grown to 
a certain length, to give it to the god as an offer- 
ing.

The Hindoo children are eager for instrac- 
tion. I have nearly three thousand and three 
hundred under my charge. The last report, of 
June, 1818, of thirty six schools, there are three 
thousand two hundred and fifty five on the 
books ; and out of these two thousand six han- 
dred and ninety five attend the schools. We 
have also a gir/s’ school ! athing hardly known 
or attempted before. You would be pleased to 
see them read their Bengalle books. We could 
svon establish more scheols, but we want mo- 
ney, we have no funds. Pray for these poor 
Hindov children. You would be delighted to 
see a Hindoo school, containing one hundred 
childeen; sitting in rows en the ground, with 
painted or printed cards hanging on little posts 
befire them. To see them writing with a pen 
made of cane, on leaves, some long and narrow, 
about two inches wide, and others broad green 
leaves, called plaintain leaves, which contain 
marks or stripes in them about the size of text 
hand writing, so that there is no need for ruling 
them ; Nature, or rather God, in a most won- 
derful manner has ruled them ready to the hand. 
One cent will supply a boy with leaves for a 
month, and four cents will supply a boy with 
more ink than he can use in a month, two cents 
bays them a writing book, and twelve cents 
will supply a school of one bundred children 
with pens for a month. The master is paid 
one rupee for every ten children that attend. 
‘The ink is one annas per seer, that kind with 
which they write on leaves; and the ink used 
on paper is six pice. ‘There are four pice in an 
annas, sixty four pice in a rupee, and two ru- 
pees | believe make a dollar. So that one dol- 
lar will pay for teaching twenty children; five 
dollars for one hundred children, and the ex- 
pences of leaves, paper, ink, pens, &c. would 
not be more than two dollars more; so that

If] were still at Paddington, I should 
say thrust me out, and send me to India; here 
I cannot stay whilst the wheels of Juggernaut 
are crushing its victims—men are swinging 
with iron hooks in their backs, and walking 


through the streets with iron spits through their 


tongues; parents are murdering their children, 
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and children their parents—whilst lying, steal. 
ing, uncleanliness, aud sin in all its forms, 
abound ; and only a handful of men of God to 
lift up a standard against the devastating flood 
of impicty. 

We have not yet had a servant on whose 
word (where his interest was conceined) we 
could place a grain ofconfidence. Of all our 
little stock of plate they robbed us in one night, 
and their petty thefts are too numerous to be 
detailed. A man, with a-hole in his tongue, 
dropping blood, and a spit in his hand, actually 
come to my abode tu request a reward for his 
piety. My heart sickened when I examined 
closely the back of one of the swinging devotees 
and saw the two iron hooks dragging him from 
the ground by two sinews in the back 5 but I 
cannot attempt to specify all the horrid sceucs 
which here meet the eye in quick succession. 
Enough has been hinted at to justify the con- 
clusion that such a people as this need the gos- 
pel. 
them, and this can. There are two loud calls 
in Providence, ta Brifish Christians, to come 
out to help ofthe Lord here: one is, that gov- 
ernment has opened a door; the other is, the

L have been lately reading a fourpenny pam- 
phlet by the Rev. Mr. Upton, on the utility of 
Bible Associations, addressed to the inhabitants 
of the parish wher. in he resides. It contains 
a nupber of anecdotes, amongst witch are ac- 
counts of the death of two very different per- 
sons. One of them was an amiable young man, 
whose affable nranners and highly cultivated un 
derstanding endeared hin to all with whom he 
was acquainted, but to whom the gon of man 
caine at an hour when he expected him not. 


The other was a pious clergyman, who being 


preparcd for death, met the king of terrors with 
composure and serenity. 

‘Lhe former was a medical student at a Scotch 
university. Hecried out, ** Charles, my friend, 
eternity! eternity! Whither! O whither, shal 
I fly?” His friend endeavoured to tranquilize 
him, by reminding him of his amiable qualities, 
But, with a bewildered look, he grasped his 
hand, and replied, “Is there net a rightcous 
Judge, who has denounced eternal death on 
every sinner who violates his law in a single 
point? and is there a command which [ have 
not broken? or an offer of mercy which 
Ihave not rejected! How then can L escape His 
wrath who has declared that sinners snail be for 
ever banished from his presence? Oh, Charlies, 
the world has deceived me, end ruined me fovr- 
ever. Its votarics endeavoured to infuse infidel 
principles into my mind. --- Believe me, 
Charles, a deprived heart is the only solid ob- 
jection to the contents of the Bible, ‘Vhe re- 
mainder of his discourse was expressive of the 
greatest wretchedness. He exhorted his friend 
to hasten tothe Lamb of God, who taketh away 
the sin ofthe world; and concluded with these 
words, * ‘Furn from your unhappy triend, who 
is about to appear at the bar of that Being, who, 
to every despiser of his salvation, is a consu- 
ming fire.”
